CHAMP CLARK'S, LATEST 


We Have Had a Litiic Too Much of 
This Sort of American “Humor’ 
Says Morning Post tn Discussing 
liis Annexation Speech, 


Canadian Associated Press, 

London, Noy. 3~The Morning Post 
commenting on Champ Clark's an- 
nexation speech, which created some- 
what of a sensation here, says that 
when Clark states that nine-tenths 
of the people of his country favor the 
annexation of Canada and when he 
proposes to run for the presidency on 
the platform of annexation, the Brit- 
ish and Canadian people have some 
title to complain. 

It is not friendly for a political 
leader of the American people hold- 
ing a responsible position to use lan- 
guage of this sort about a neighbor- 
ing power Lt is in marked contrast 
to the declaration of Premier Borden 
that there was nothing hostile to the 
American Republic im the result of 
the Canadian elections ‘ 

“We have had a little too much of 
this sert of American ‘humor’ from 
Champ Clark,” comments the Post, 
“American manufacturers desire to 
contre] and exploit Canadian raw ma- 


terial, and it is to their’ predatory in- 
Champ 


stincts that politicians like 
Clark make an appeal in such 
speeches, It should serve to remind 
us that the Canadian position has 
been imperilled owing to the system

WHOLE BUSINESS, 
PART THREATENED 


Merchants Burned Out Al- 
ready Preparing for 
Rebuilding 


London, Ont, Nov. 3—-Nearly one 
million dollars was lost in the fire 
this morning. Nine stores occupied hy 
four the largest retail houses in 
the city were completely wiped out, 
while five other stores were damag- 
ed to a great extent. 

The fire for two hours ‘threatened 
the whole business section of the 
city. When it was finaly overcome, 
a great gap had been burned in the 
mercantile section. and in addition 
to the heavy losses sustained by the 
merchants, over 400 employees were 
temporarily put out of work, That the 
fire was confined within these HMmits 
is the fortunate sidé of it, beside’ the 
fact that not a life was lost nor a 
person Injured, An unexcelled water 
systenr and fighting fire department 
saved the rest of the down town sec- 
tion. 

Tonight as far as can be estimated 
the losses amount to $870,000, with 
aggregating $835,000, The

GIVEN TWELVE YEARS 


Sentence Imposed Friday Afternoon 
on John Folstrom, Who Was Found 
Guilty of Killing Herman Backman 
in Railway Construction Camp. 


Guilty of manslaughter for the ki'l- 
ing of Herman Backman at the rail- 
road construction camp near Junkins 
on October 20, John Folstrom w!l 
spend the next twelve years in the Fid- 
montoen penitentiary, Such was the 
verdict of the jury and sentence of 
Justice Simmons in the supreme ceurt 
yesterday afternoon, after a trial last- 
ing two days ,in which a great amount 
of evidence was introduced by both 
the prosecution and the defense, Fol- 
strom was charged with murder and 
under the verdict could have been 
sentenced for life. 

The jury was out about an hear and 
a half, reporting at 4,10 that a verdict 
had been reached. The six jurors 
filed into the court room and resumed 
the seats set’ apart for them, When 
asked as to the verdict, H, A, Har- 
wood, who had been chosen foreman 
during the jury's deliberations, arose 
and stated that it was ‘guilty of man- 
slaughter, with a strong recommenda- 
tion for merey under the circum- 
stances,” 

Folstrom sat unmoved as the jury's 
verdict was announced, Mr. Robert- 
son, counsel fer the defendant, &«- 
dressed the court briefly, requesting 
that Justice Simmons take inte con- 
sideration the jury's recommendation 
for mercy and also the previous 6204 
character of the accused, 

“Have you anything to say why 
judgment should not be pronounced 
in yeur case at this time,” said Jus- 
tice Simmons, addressing the prison- 
er, 

“I want to make a statement,” re- 
plied Folstrom, without a quiver in 
his voice, “I didn’t mean to kill that 
man, J got so seared that I didn't 
know what to do. | was afraid he 
would kill me (referring to Backman). 

“Of course, you were drinking, and 
drink was the cause of the trouble," 
returned Justice Simmons. “You shot 
into that tent seven times where there 
vere three men with two of whom 
you had had no trouble and you m‘ght 
have killed them, too, It was very 
unfortunate that yea killed a fellow 
workman,” 

Justice Simmons then #entencsed 
Pcistrom to tweive years in the peni- 
tontlary, 

Folstrom started to say something 
avout Mr, Cummings holding a club 


in his hands when Justice Simmons 
interrupted,

THE TAKING 
OF SHANGHAI 


No Instances of Disorder 
Are Discovered by 
Correspondent 


—— 


Shanghal, Nov. 3—Except for ibe 
foreigh concession, Shanghai tonight 
is in’ the power of the revolutioniats, 
who captured the city late this after- 
neon, ‘There was practically no re- 
sistance, only a few shets being fired, 
All the Chinese scidiers have joined 
the rebels and the police and firemen 
apparently are sympathizers with 
them, for they are wearing white 
badges. 

After taking over the arsenal, the 
rebels burned the Taotis Yamen 
that vicinity, The Associated Press 
correspondent this afternoon covered 
the entire outlying section cf Shan- 
ghai, but did not discover a singlee 
instance of disorder, Every courtesy 
is shown foreigners. The soldiers, 
police and firemen are continuing cn | 
duty, Shops are closed temight, While 
the action of the rebels was expected, | 
the move:nent was made quickly, Af- 
ter a slight disturbance in the north- 
ern section of the city ,notices were 
posted throughout the native city an- 
nouncing that “The military govern- 
ment of China” had taken cwer Shan- 
ghai, It warned the populace against 
disorder. The arsenal, where receatly 
there had been the greatest activity 
preparatory to assisting the up-river 
forts and providing ammunition fer 
Admiral Sah was called on to eur- 
render by the revolutionaries. 

Chief Officials Disappeared, 

The chief officials disappeared, hut 
a few other cficials continued to hold 
it without, however, any show of force. 
A few shots were fired, but the revolu- 
tionaries warned the officials remain- 
ing that they intended to take the ear- 
senal even if they had to fight for it, 
and the officials quietly evacuated,

TORONTO'S TUBE RAILWAY. 


M. J. Haney & Co., Are Lowest Ten. 
derera, Figare Being Placcd 
at $2,600,000, 


Toronto, Nov. 2==M. J, Haney & 
Co, of Toronto are the lowest tender- 
ers for the construction of the tube 
system proposed for Toronto. Their 
price for the total length of three 
miles of tubes is $2,600,000, while the 
next lowest tenderer, FF. M. Cran- 
forth of Brooklyn, N.Y., asks $2,856,- 
100, This places the probable price 
for the entire system with full equip- 
ment and torty cars at $4,500,000. 

There was a wide margin between 
the lowest and the highest tenderers, 
the later being Pearson & Co., of New 
York City and London, England, at a 
price of over five mitlion dollars, 


MILKING CUSTOMS DUNES 10 
FATTEN RAILWAY RATES 
Winnipeg Free Preas—Some years 
ago the then traffic manager of the 
C.P.R. met the Edmonton Board of 
Trade to discuss the rates on hay into 
the boundary ccantry. After listening 
to the setting forth of the complaint 
that the freight charges were #0 high 
that the Northern Alberta hay-grow- 
ers were being hard put to it in com- 
petition with the hay-growers in the 
States of Washington ,and were in 
danger of being beaten out of that 
market ,the railway official inade an 
off-hand calculation, by . which he 
demonstrated pleasantly that with the 
duty on hay at such a figure, it was 
possible for the hay-growers of the 
Edmonton district to pay the freight 
rates against which complaint was 
being made, and still sell their hay in 
the boundary ccuntry a shade cheaper 
than the cost price ,laid down in the 
same market, of the hay grown across 

the international line, 

An enlightening glance into the art 
and practice of milking customs duties 
to fatten railway rates was thus af- 
forded, The hay producer got the 
minimum price for his hay; the pur- 
chaser in the boundary ccantry paid 
the maximum price made possible by 
the duty on the hay from the United 
States; and the whole intervening pro- 
fit was scooped in by the railway in 
the form of freight rates adjusted cn 
the principle of “all that the traffic 
“will bear,” 

Another striking exhibition of 
working cut of the same beautiful 
principle, illustrating how matters cf 
railway rates and tariff duties are not 
altogether separate and distinct ques- 
tions. 6ut differing phases of the one 
large subject of public taxation, is #t- 
forded by the story of the United 
States lemon tariff, as thus vivaciously 
presented in chapters by the Califor- 
nian Outleok, published in the lemon- 
growing part of that State: 

Chapter I—Election of a young, 
able and handsome suothern Califor- 
nian to the United States Senate, 
whose official utterance was, “I owe 
my election to Walter Parker,” 

Chapter 11,—Great rejoicing by ihe 
business interests, who say, “We will 
get more tariff now.” 

Chapter Ill.—New Senator joins 
the Aldrich - Lodge - Smoot - Penrose 
combine and agrees to hoist tariff on 
wool, cotton, rubber and other necessi- 
ties until they hit the chandelier ,pro- 
vided he gets increase cf 50 cents on 
lemons, 

Chapter 1V.—Deal put through vith 
Payne-Aldrich tariff which Taft sigs. 
Great rejoicings in southern California 
over increase jn lemon protection 
which helps 2,000 growers, Nothing 
said about 10 per cent increase on 
clothes worn by 2,000,000 Californians, 

Chapter V.—Railway increases 
freight rate cm lemons 15 cents as its 
share of the pot.

Chapter IX—Commerce Court re- 
verses Commission and sustains the 
15 cent increase. Great gloom,

handle the Californian lemcn crop 
have handed the growers of that 2rop 
a lemon.

Washington,

fornia fruit traffic that the late C, P. 
Huntington, of the Southern Pacific, 
originated the expression “‘all that the 
“traffic will bear.’ In no part of the 
continent is the principle expressed 
in that phrase carried into operation 
with more thorcughgoingness than 
here in Western Canada,

Hong Kong, China, Nov. 3—Delayed 
dispatches from Hankow sent via Wu 
Hu describes the situation there on 
the night of November 1 as appalling. 
An enormous conflagration ‘was 
sweeping over the city and fighting 
was in progress in several quarters 
between considerable bodies of rebels 
and loyalists, Imperial batteries wee 
dropping shells into the navy quarters 
while the rebels on ‘the other side ‘of 
the river had prought long range gu%s 
into play from the Wu Chang fertifi- 
cations and were firing with fair effort 
on the loyalists’ posts.

The clerk 
pushed a hunk of dried moosemeat to- 
wards the pan and said this is the 
rest. Bremner then picked up the 
dried meat and looked at its closely, 
saying; “Hoot! mon, and what ts that 
noo.”

But Bremner replied, “This is a 
piece of old leather, mon.” 

In 1879 railway explorers visited 
Dunvegan and spent over @ month)

The Smoky—Peace—Heart¢. 

The Peace River at Peace River 
Crossing is crossed now by a ferry the 
cable for which is 1750 feet from tow- 
er to tower. Some day a railway may 
descend the valley of the Heart river 
into the town and cross the Peace on 
a big bridge, whose piers could rest on 
one of the islands near the town. 

From the hill tops around a Magni. 
ficent view is obtained of the junetion 
of the Smoky, with the Peace. This 
view is considered by many travellers 
to be one of the finest in Western 
Canada.
